The 
fictitious real estate boomer has made way 
for the sure and steady tide of business that 
knows no backsets from money stringency. 

Arguments are ripe in this country regard- 
ing the value of hard times to certain lines of 
trade. The prevailing opinion is that tight 
times develop the true standing ofa city, and 
that the sooner the five-mile-from-the-conrt- 
house-cheap-lot man is no more, the better off 
will be the city. Surrounded as Dallas and 
other Texas cities are by magnificent 
farming lands, the volume of 
iness, under the most adverse circumstances, 
will always be sufficient to make a reliable 
and permanent trade for all lines of com- 
merce. The larger cities of Texas will have 
the factories in which they stand so much in 
need as soon asthe Texas railway commie- 
sion fixesrailway freights at which the fac- 
tories can live.

FAST TEMNESSEE WAR TROUBLES. 


The majority of Americrn readers of this 
generation are somewhat familiar with the 
political history of East Tennessee during the 
half decade 6nding say in 1866. But there 
are some facts connected with that country and 
its people of that period which are not gener- 
ally known. When the politicians of the 
gulf states began the work of secession in 1860 
and ’61 they found that there was an element 
in the mountains of Tennessee which refused 
to be either led or driven away from the union, 
even though its most popular leader in the 
crisis over slavery was the most ultra pro- 
slavery advocate in all the country. But 
when it came to a choice. between disunion 
with slavery and the union of the states with- 
out negro siavery, that leader, William G. 
Brownlow, threw his whole soul and energies 


into the cause of the union. 
Brownlow was a man of violent antago- 


nisms, of relentless hates, and yet he was a } 


gentie, loveable manin many aspects of his 
nature. But the predominating feature of his 
life and character was found in his uncompro- 
mising warfare on democrats and what he sup- 
posed were democratic measures. Secession 
was viewed by him as a pet scheme or conspir- 
acy of a few ultra democrats, and therefore he 
arrayed himselfand all his influence furiously 
against the evil. His partisans in the eastern 
part of Tennessee had imbibed a large degree 
of his vindictive and bitter spirit; and hence 
when the country was plunged into the civil 
war over secession his followers became re- 
lentless and vigorous in their attacks upon the 
“rebels” asthey were tien called. These 
men in turn retaliated by calling the 
unionists ‘‘tories,’’? and so in that country all 
through the years of war, these opprobrious 
terms were used by the two parties respec- 
tively against each other. I shall use the 
terms in this article with quotation points, 
The world never can know all the fdtts con- 
nected with this bitter warfare in East Ten- 
nessee beginning in the summer of 186] and 
ending—well, the good Lord only knows when 
and where the end will. ever come, for the 
seeds sown in the bloody strife, the dragon 
teeth and the Medusa serpents scattered there,

there a terrible conflict between brother and, 
brother, between neighbor and neighbor, and_ 
will not.) 


the feuds then engendered 
die out entirely while. there is a man of 
thé war generations living. The 
estrangement and quarrels of 


fathers in Tennessee saw their sons and their 
brothers divided in that terrible war over 
slavery and disunion. It was no uncommon 
thing to find there one-half of a family in the 
confederate army and the other half under the 
stars and stripes. I at one time lived in a 
town in that state where every family of im- 
portance had representation in each of the 
two causes—secession and union. My father 
had a son on the staff of General Ord, in Me- 
Clellan’s army, and one with General Stuart, 
in Lee’s army. Our next-door neighbor had a 
son with Sterling Price in Missouri, and one 
with the federal General Thomas in Tennes- 
see—all officers. But the community was 
more fiercely rent and torn by the events that 
succeeded Appomattox than it was during the 
real war period. 

The final and the most deep-seated troubles 
in the country did not all lie in the mere 
questions of politics or in the actual 
wat itself. 
the national conflict gave a deeper 
seat to the bitterness and the hatred 
than did the mere quarfel over politics, or the 
struggle on the battlefield under the flags. 
The real soldiers have long ago made a 
burying the hatchet under the smoke of fra- 
ternal pipes. Men can, ungrudgingly, com- 
promise or forget points, in litics. But 
when it comes to the matter of a robbery of 
one’s purse or one’s property, there is begot- 
ten a feature of hate and g spirit of revenge 
which knows no forgetfulness, which has no 
pardon in the heart of many. 

When the red hand of the confederacy was 
raised in 1861 in East Tennessee, it fell with 
a direful blow upon many of the loyal people 
there. It boots not now to any who was the 
original aggressor in the strife, and if the 
hand of the confederacy did not go to the ex- 
tent of robbery in every instance, it brought 
with it the involuntary exile of thousands 
of good citizens of that country 
who were opposed to the confederacy. 
The union men were driven froff their homes 
there by the score—homes that were dearer to 
them than purse or other possession. The 
exiles wentin great droves across the border 
line to the loyal lands beyond; while others 
took their muskets and went into the ranks of 
the federal armies which were endeavoring to 
wrest the territory from the grasp of the con- 
federacy. There is along, long list of those 
loyal ones, who left home and lands, and wives 
and little ones, all to the tender mercies of the 
“rebellion.”’ 

The union men who were driven away from 
East Tennessee never forgot their wrongs, and 
each heart and brain “ storing up wrath for 
the day of vengeance. .When that day came, it 
dawned under the very fullest auspices; for 
when the loyal men returned to their hom 
they came to glut their ire under the egis an 
sanction of powerful conquering governments. 
Brownlow—as will be remembered—had been 
made military governer of the state; and 
therefore all the power and. aid of both state 
and federal authority were lent to the work of 
avenging. 

The history of the country shows that only 
afew union menever returned to their East 


| Tennessee homes without each one having a 


wrong to right, or a grievance to satisfy. 
Many loyal men had been in truth violently 
and fiercely wronged, both Py agents of the 
confederate government.and by individuals in 


« Sympathy therewith. Others had wrongs that 


existed only in imagination, nevertheless, 
they were wrongs for which some ‘individual 
of confederate sympathies had to suffer. Every 
grievance, real or imaginary, demanded resti- 
tution—and at the hands of the “‘rebeis.’’ 
Then began one of the host térrible visita- 
tions that was’ ever inflicted upon a people in 
a Christian country.

Con- 
viction &nd damages was the business before 
the courts then. Noone now pretends to 
maintain seriously that it was expected that 
any favor or ‘leniency whatever would be 
shown to a “‘rebel’’ in either court or church 
there. Asa part of the scheme, near!y every 
“yebel’’ lawyer in that part of the state was 
éither run out or debarred, under various pre- 
texts, from practicing in any of the courts 
there. Those who had the courage to remain 
were permitted to appear for their absent 
friends or the southerners only on the grace of 
‘the profession—which at that time—it must 
be confessed was both faint and meagre, for 
the bench and the bar of that section were 
then controlled by violent and bitter partisans, 
and in many instances by men unscrupulous in 
their determinations and methods. Some of 
these characters have not yet outlived the 
prejudices and persecutions of the period ; and 
they are still doing all they can to retard the 
growth of peace and prosperity there. 

With the return of the union soldicry there, 
and the inauguration of the scheme of litigation 
against the ‘‘rebels,’”’ there began a reign of 
terror which was worse—more bitter and vin- 
dictive and bloodthirsty—than that which 
had preceded over the plains of battle. The 
era of bloodshed was far from being over with 
the surrender of the confederate armies, Many 
of the. late confederate soldiers and other 
rebels were shot down in-cold blood, or delib- 
erately hung up by ropes until dead for alleged 
participation in wrongs done during the war 
era. here was no law then, no courts then, 
that would allow punishment of the murder- 
ers, for the power in authority connived at, 
sanctioned or upheld the deeds. The eniy 
thing that the southern sympathizer could do 
was to defend himself as best he could—alone. 
Sometimes a cool brain and pistol well in 
hand would hold the aggressors at bay for 
awhile. Those who had no money, no imme- 
diate friends or no courage, were often most 
mercilessly overrun and fearfully punished in 
death or brutal floggings. 

Thousands of the southern sympathizers 


otherwise, of their property. Suits for dam- 
ages brought by attachment upon the real es- 
tate of an absent refugee were usually fol- 
lowed by some other proceeding, a criminal 
action for complicity ini murder or treason— 
or by some startling announcement which car- 
ried with it an intimation that the refugee’s 
life would be in danger if he attempted to put 
in any personal appearance at the court hold- 
ing the cases against him. There was sucha 
reign of terror then in that country that num- 
bers of the poor ‘‘rebel’’ refugees quietly gave 
up all their property left behind, in their 
exit from the state rather than 
risk their necks in any attempt 
at defending the suits against them.. Others 
determined to fight the persecutions and the 
prosecutions to the very bitterest end, and 
take the consequences. The history of the 
long and bitter conflicts reaches through a 
period of several years, dating from 1865 

But heaven, or the All Wise, only knows 
when the troubles did or will end. Mere 
newspaper space is now too much valued in 
the presentation of the more engrossing topics 
“of the present to allow the rehearsal of even a 
tithe of the personal and political and legal 
tragedies and robberies which so long be- 
clouded the name of that fair region.

Stock- 
mply a gambler. He never cared 
for legitimate business, ‘What he wanted 
was to dabble in all sorts of stocks, winning 
or losing vast amounts ina day. This sort 
‘of gambling allures many adventurous men 
because it is considered. respectable. It is 
N NO respect more moral than playing poker 
or engaging in a lottery, but these latter 
games of chance have by common consent 
been placed under the ban. This discriml- 
nation is supposed by many to make stock 
gambling thoroughly respectable, but it re- 
mains the deadliest and most ruinous form 
of gambling. 

Stockwell gambled his way up toa fortune 
of $25,000,006. Then he gambled his way 
down to bankruptcy and poverty. He got 
precisely what he deserved. And yet he 
would doubtless today denounce the evils of 
card playing and lotteries, and éagerly bor- 
row the money to risk in a stock speculation. 

Men of this stripe are better citizens when 

they have lost their fortunes. When they 
have nothing, it is something that they are 
honestly entitled to, and they can hold it 
without injuring anybody else. 


“As Good as Gold.” 

The Washington Gazette recalls the fact 
that in 1860 “the country was in a high 
state of prosperity, and money as good as 
gold was plenty.”’ 

Why was the country prosperous at that 
time? Because, in addition to the proper 
development of our material resources, our 
financial system suited the wants of our 
people, and was adapted to the expanding 
business of the country. It was sa localized 
that a few men in Wall street could not get 
it under their control. 

‘*Plenty of money as good as gold!’” The 
currency was not United States treasury 
notes, nor national bank notes—it was the 
issue of local banks organized under state 
laws. This money was expanded or con- 
tracted in obedience to the laws of demand 
and supply. Backed by local wealth, it had 
local confidence, answered local needs, and 
stood in such good repute that the 
notes of some of the banks circulated at par, 
even in Canada, and at times, for conven- 
ience, commanded a premium over gold. 

This currency, the best that the country’s 
ever had, was outlawed as a war measure in 
the interest of Wall street plutocrats, who had 
the government by the throat, and from 
that day to this our financial system has 
been contracted by a few men who have it 
in their power to regulate values, make 
good times or hard times, and keep the 
entire country at their mercy. 

This is too big a country to be controlled 
in its financial matters by Wall street. We 
need a great many money centers instead of 
only one The different sections and com- 
mercial and industrial divisions of the coun- 
try with their diversified interests need 
their own local or home currency. 

It is well, occasionally, to turn back to 
the past for a lesson—a lamp of experience 
that will guide our footsteps. 


The Revision of Our Penal Laws. 

While our law-makers are considering the 
proposed revision of our penal code, a few 
suggestions from outside sources will be of in- 
terest. 

In many states there is a tendency to 
lessen the number of offenses, instead of in- 
creasing them. Short terms and light fines 
are inflicted when they are consistent ~with 
the safety of the public. Theidea is that 
we should not swell our penitentiary popu- 
lation except'as a matter of necessity, There 
is also a@ more active interest in the reforma- 
tion of criminals than formerly. Steps have 
been taken to separate the sexes, the old 
and the young, the hardened offenders and 
those who have violated the law for the first 
time. 

In New Jersey petty criminals, after they 
have shown themselves worthy of trust, are 
paroled under certain conditions. Hon. 
Josiah Patterson, of Memphis, likes this 
plan, and proposes a similar system for 
Tennessee, which is strongly endorsed by 
The St. Louis Republic. Mr. Patterson 
would have first offenders convicted of other 
offenses than the higher felonies, on pay- 
ment of costs, released on good behavior 
parole or bond under stay of sentence. 


‘During their term they would be required to 


report yearly, semi-annually or quarterly to 
the sheriff of the county in which the offense 
was committed. On conviction of a second 
offense of any kind the penalty for the first 
would be added to that imposed for the 
second. The Republic says: 


“It would give first offenders an opportunity and 
the greatest possible incentiveto reform,and it 
would give them favorable conditions instead of 
sending them among hardened criminals to grad- 
uate incrime. It would bea great relief to the 
taxpayer, not only by its effect in . restraining 
second offences, but in saving the cost of impris- 
onment for the first. Under the present system 
every convict who returns to his county or takes 
up his residence elsewhere after serving his term 
is apt to increase costs tothe taxpayer, not only 
by his own crimes, but by corrupting others. 
Where no close supervision of such characters is 
possible—and it never is exceptin cities —the re- 
turned convict has full opportunities for corrupt- 
ing others. It is clearly as much to the advantage 


of public morals as of public economy to give first - 


offenders the opportunity to reform of which the 
penitentiaries deprive them. 
This is a truth of general application, but it is 
especially applicable in Tennessee and other 
states charged with the responsibility of teaching 
aconsiderable number of negroes self-govern- 
ment. All who know the negro character know 
that many useful negroes who are otherwise 
amiable and harmless will steal occasionally. All 
negroes are Capable of learning better,and a great 
many have already learned better, but there are a 
great many who, though perfectly trustworthy 
when they know they are being trusted in any 
case, lack the sense of property rights where 
there is no direct appeal to their trustworthiness. 
They are not- burglars, house-breakers or highway 
robbers. . They simply “pick up” things they find 
lying loose—a chicken, a turkey, maybe a hug oc- 
casionally. As a slave the negro was not severely 
dealt with in such cases. He was treated very 
much as a child would be under the circumstances. 
The grown-up negro is often only a child in mind 
in many things, thouch shrewd enough in others, 
He requires an education in self-government 
which neither common school nor penitentiary 
can give him. The stay on costs for first offences 
would be a most valuable lesson in mercy, tem- 
pering justice and threatening severity if mercy 
be abused. It would keep “good . 
‘useful in spite of their peccadilloes—out of the 
penitentiary, while at the same time it would 
: them against theirown weakness by 
givimg them a powerful incentive for self-re- 
straint andsel{f-governament. —_ 
These ideas are worth due consideration. 
Undoubtedly there is room for reform inour 
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penalty whieh should be inflicted 
a man convicted of crime by the verdict 
jury. Their idea is that if the debtor 
been guilty of chy or swindling, or 
larceny after trust, he shonld be indicted 
and tried, and not imprisoned simply in the 
interest. of his creditors, to be released upon 
payment of his indebtedness. If a debtor is 
a criminal it is not fair to the people to* 
make them pay the expense of keeping him 
in jail merely to aid the creditors in squeez- 
ing money out of him. The propef thin¥ to 
do would be to deal with him on the crimi- 
nal side of the court, and let the creditors 
whistle for their money if they could not 
get it through the ordinary methods of a 
civil suit. : 
But the subject is a very large one. Per- 
haps it would be well, while ye are about it, 
to overhaul our entire code.

From the word “go” Andrew Johnson pandered 
to a low, demagoguing spirit, and, finding it pop- 
ular, he always affected to espouse ‘‘the cause of 
the people,” as he was pleased to term the mat- 
ter. It was, however, the cause of self that he 
nourished so assiduously in heart and practice. 
He never hadany sympathy with the common peo- 
ple, only as he could use them atthe ballot box. 
If any one in search of truth or of facts in 
support of these assertions goes to the 
village of Greenville, where the man 
had his home and where he was thoroughly known 
and understood, that one will soon learn, it in- 
quiries are made touching the matter, that the 
wily politician really never had those warm and 
cordial feelings toward the populace that inspire 
and actuate those who in realty carry the common 
people close tothe heart. Andrew Johnson was 
s0 sublimely and completely indifferent to his 
neighbors even that he would never, only on 
rare occasions, speak a word of politeness to 
his own country or townspeople on the 
streets of the village.

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THE SKIES BRIGHTENING. 


Profits of the Farm Will Be Larger Than 
for a Long Time. 


New Yorn, August 16.—Farm profits wi!l 
be $1,000,000,000 more this year in the United 
States than they have been during the recent 
years of depression. At least, this is the esti- 
mate put forward by The American Agricul- 
turist in the annual review of the harvest to 
be published in the forthcoming September 
issue.of that magazine. On the basis of pres- 
ent prospects this authority estimates the corn 
crop of 1891 at 2,000,000, bushels, wheat 
at 500,000,000 bushels and oats at 622,000,000 
bushels, against 1,500,000,000, 400,000,000 and 
524,000,000 bushels, respectively, in 1890, 
and 1,700,000,000, 445,000,000 and 578,000,000 
bushels, as the average for the 
preceding eleven years. This makes the total 

rospective crop of corn, wheat and oats 3,122,- 
$00,000 bushels, or 28.8 per cent greater than 
last year, and 14.7 percent over the average 
of the preceding eleven years. 

The American Agricalturist believes that 
unless unexpected influences wholly 
change the current of events, the value of 
corn on the farm will average in December 
fully 50 cents per bushel, wheat $1 per bushel 
and oats at least 40 cents. 

On this basis the value of the corn crop to 
farmers will be $1,000,000,000, wheat $500,000,- 
000 and oats $250,000,000, or a total of $1,750,- 
000,000. This is $450,000,000 more than the 
value of crops in 1890, and $625,000,000 more 
than the value of the average of these crops 
from 1880 to 1890, inclusive. : 

Cotton and rice wil] command better prices 
than last season. Cattle are worth one-third 
more than eighteen months ago, with other 
live stock in proportion. Tobacco is advanc- 
ing heavily for cigar leaf (contracts bein 
made for the crop in the field at an advante o 
15.50 p&r cent over last year.) Hops are firm 
at good prices. Winter fruit will command 
large values, a all vegetables are yield- 
ing fairly, with every indication of a remun- 
erative market. The export outlook 
was never better. Immensely increasd 
sums will be sent to us for 
our produce. ‘‘Ulterior influences may,, of 
course, interfere with this brilliant prospéct, 
but we confess we are beginning to share more 
fully the hopes of certain well-informed, but 
conservative agriculturists, who predict better 
profits for the farmers of the United States 
during the next five years than ever before.” 
The American Agriculturist. says there will 
be no return to ‘‘war prices,” but the money 
received above expenses will go further and 
enable the farmer to get more value out of his 
profits than at any previous period, 


FLORIDA'S MYSTERIOUS SWAMP. 


Is There a Volcano There?—A Federal Mar- 
shal’s Archeological Discoveries. 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., August 16.—For years 
a column of smoke by day anda pillar of red 
light by night have marked the site in a dense 
swamp soutlicast from Tallahassee of what is 
supposed to be a mysterious volcano. 

Recently J. L. Hail penetrated far into the 
swamp and brought back five specimens of 
volcanic slag and large lumps of a heavy sub- 
stance similar to melted glass. He described 
the scenery near the supposed volcano as wild 
and rugged, indicating a fearful upheaval at 
some time in the past. 

United States Marshal Weeks says he once 
went very near the place, but the bog iron 
marshes caused the point of his compass to 
swing round in a circle at a lively rate, and he 
lost his bearin The night before he started 
back a strong breeze came up from the south- 
east and a dense, black sulphurous smoke 
swept over hiscamp. He advanvwes the theory 
that there is no volcano, but that an immense 
sulphur deposit is on fire. 

Marshal Weeks opened one of many burial 
mounds found there, and says the skeletons 
are undoubtedly those of a prehistoric race, 
being much larger than the average man of 
today. He found a heavy stone battle-axe 
pottery beads, etc., all in 2 mound which had 
evidently been made by skilled artisans.

called “streaks of lightning,” that destructive 


agent is always scruptilously obedient to the laws 
of attraction; and what we thoughtilessly call 
“freaks” are simply the peculiar variations ol the 


*attractions which conduct the electrical dis- 


charge. Lightning will always follow the best 
conductor that furnishes the highest 
measure of attraction. ‘That would usually 
be a lightning rod, if it is properly 
attached toa building. In the absence of such 
protection, an electric discharge may follow a 
chimney, but it is much more likely to enter a 
window ora door through which a current of 
damp air is passing. Indeed it is seldom that 
lightning enters a house atall when it is thor- 
oughly closed up, but a damp current of air is one 
of the best conductors that an ordinary house 
offers to electricity. 

Almost invariably, when death is caused bya 
lightning stroke ina building, it is stated that 
the lightning entered by an open door or an open 
window, aiid if all persons would exercise the 
simple precaution of promptly closing every door 
and window whenever a thunderstorm is ap- 
proaching, there would be litile peril to life 
in our houses. In nine cases out 
of tenwhena thoroughly-closed house is struck 
by lightning thereis no injury to the inmates 
beyond a harmless shock. There is not entire 
safety, of course, in an unprotected building dur- 
ing a thunder storm, but the danger is reduced to 
an alunost imperceptible degree, if the plain com- 
mon-sense precaution& are taken of closing every 
door and window before the storm has begun, 

These precautions should always be practiced 
whenever a thunder storm is approaching. It 
should not be delayed until the storm arrives, and 
the doors and windows should not be opened 
until the storm is entirely over. It is not uncom- 
mon tor such discharges to occur after the storm 
has practically ceased.
